11. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer to borrow money for. use of the town. 


12. To elect a manager and director for the Richmond and 
Swanzey Telephone Company. 


13. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$1,500 for payments of Old Age Assistance. 


14. To hear the reports of agents, auditors or committees 
here-to-fore chosen, or take any action relating thereto. 


15. To take any action on any other matter that may le- 
gally come before the meeting.

BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS: The schools were thor- 
oughly cleaned during the summer vacation, but only neces- 
sary repairs were made. Certainly, a new hardwood floor 
should be laid in the Four-Corners Schools the coming year, 
and, if money is available, the interiors of the buildings should 
be painted. 


TEACHERS AND PUPILS: We have the same teachers 
as last year. I feel that the standard of the schools are on a 
reasonably high level. This is attested by the fact that four 
Richmond pupils attending Keene High School and the eight 
in Winchester High School are acquitting themselves with 
eredit. 


Due to the policy of strict economy on the part of the 
Board, and because of an increase in the State Aid allotment, 
the budget recommended for 1933-34 is approximately 25% 
less than last year. 


Again I wish to express my appreciation to the School 
Board, to the teachers and pupils, and to the parents and 
patrons of the schools for their loyalty and co-operation, and 
trust that the same cordiality and harmony may continue 
throughout this critical period which confronts us.
